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The ancestry of Mourits Mouritsen is pre- 
sented in this chapter to provide a record of the 
genealogical research that has been accumulated 
by the Mouritsen Family over the years. The ini- 
tial work was done by Lars Mouritsen himself as 
he recorded as many names of his brothers, sis- 
ters, aunts, uncles, cousins and grandparents be- 
fore leaving Denmark in 1859. This information 
formed the basis of the initial temple work that 
was completed as early as 1884. 

Joseph H. Merrill, the grandson of Lars and a 
nephew to Mourits, provided the next major 
thrust of genealogical activity; he was responsible 
for contracting with Eva M. Gregerson (a Danish 
researcher) to investigate the Mouritsen genealo- 
gy and prepare names for temple work. Most of 
this work was done during the mid-thirties and 
early forties. At about this same time the Hegsted 
family (the family of Maren Sorensen Mourit- 
sen’s younger brother Hans C. Sorensen Heg- 
sted) were initiating efforts to research the Soren- 
sen genealogy and complete that temple work. 

It was Vara Mouritsen Lindsay that copied and 
compiled these records together for a pedigree 
for our family. She also compiled valuable histor- 
ical notes and biographical information. At about 
this same time the Mouritsen family began to 
publish certain family histories, memoirs, and 
other writings of interest to the immediate family 
starting with the 1949 Family Reunion. In this 
fashion a number of interested family members 
had compiled fairly good genealogical records 
for the Mouritsen family which they retained in- 
dividually; notable among these were May Lind- 
say Call, Afton Mouritsen Seelos, Darwin C. 
Christofferson, and R. Larry Williams. 

In the 1970’s the Mormon church began to 
emphasize a new program called the Four- 
Generation Program, whereby members would 
submit their genealogical pedigrees and the 
accompanying family group records for the first 
four generations from themselves. The emphasis 
was to be on quality records and documentation 
of all data. This set the stage for the activities that 
have since transpired. At our 1975 Family Re- 


union it was: proposed that we collect funds and 3 
proceed to document and publish the Mouritsen 4 
Family Genealogical records. This proposal was 4 
well received and fully supported. We then con- j 
tracted with David Ottesen of the Genealogical 3 
Society of the LDS church to take our existing : 
records and verify their accuracy, providing full 
documentation for all dates. Over the next six 
years he completed this task. Very few errors 4 
were found in the work completed earlier and 
there was very little success in extending the } 
pedigree lines much further. It is felt that the 
lines are currently extended as far as possible © 
based on the existence of Danish records for the 4 
time periods involved. There are some areas that | 
may yet yield additional information after a com- 
puterized index becomes available and all of the 
Danish parishes have been extracted. At that time 
wider area searches can be feasibly undertaken — 
something we attempted only on a very limited { 
basis because of the time and expense involved | 
using present manual search techniques. The 4 
family organization submitted all of our pedigree | 
and the accompanying records to the Genealogic- 
al Society as part of the Four-Generation prog- ‘4 
ram. Perhaps we can enjoy some satisfaction that 4 
this part of our genealogy is done to the best of 4 
our ability and we can turn to some other part of § 
our individual pedigrees and labor there with 4 
equal diligence. Above all the hope was to avoid 
duplication of research efforts wherever possible. 4 
It is hoped that other collateral relatives beyond 4 
the Mourits Mouritsen family will be able to use 
and share the information we have already 4 
accumulated on our common ancestors. A com- 
plete record of all the research notes are pre- 
served and available from the family organiza- 
tion. 

In this chapter the pedigree charts will be pre- 
sented first and the family group records will 4 
follow by generation; that is, we will first present 4 
the parents of Mourits Mouritsen, followed by a 
record of his grandparents, etc. All Family 
Group Records are referenced back to their 
appropriate pedigree chart. 
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THE PARENTS OF 
MOURITS MOURTISEN 


Lars Mouritsen 


About a hundred and fifty years ago in the 
northern part of the Danish mainland called Jut- 
land in the county of Aalborg, was a parish called 
Farstrup. Herein lay a small village called Staun. 
It was a close-knit community of rural folk who 
had lived here for centuries and had intermar- 
ried until nearly everyone was related to every- 
one else to some degree or other. Staun lay so 
close to the LimFjord that its life style partook of 
the sea almost as much as of the land. The Lim- 
Fjord was a narrow channel of water that crosses 
the Danish mainland connecting the North Sea 
on the west with the bays and inlets of the Baltic 
Sea to the east. The villagers were accustomed to 
seeing large and small boats ply these waters as 
they traveled between the large coastal cities of 
Scandinavia. Because there was no natural cross- 
ing of the LimFjord at this point, the little com- 
munity was somewhat isolated and lived in a man- 
ner almost unchanged for centuries. A few miles 
uphill and to the south was the Parish church at 


the village of Farstrup. Here at the direction of 


the Lutheran priest their lives were marked and 
recorded by the christenings, confirmations, be- 
trothals, marriages, and finally the burials in the 
cemetery beside the church. But for one man and 
his family this whole pattern and cycle were to be 
dramatically altered. This is his story. 

It was a Monday, October 17, 1825, in Staun 
when the fourth child of Moust and Maren 
Andersen was born. Maren, who came from a 
family of boys, was no doubt wondering if she 
would ever have a daughter as the midwife pre- 
sented her with this dark-haired baby boy, her 
fourth son. Someone was quickly sent up the road 
to the church to arrange for the priest to come on 
the following day to their home to christen the 
child. It was decided that he should be named 
Lars in honor of her brother, Lars Hendrup, and 
after the baby’s great-grandfather, Lars Morten- 


sen. As soon as Maren had gained her strength | 


back, it was arranged that the baby would he 
christened at the Church. On this occasion it was 
agreed that the infant would be carried to the 
altar by his Aunt Bodil, the sister of Moust, and 
Mrs. Niels Madsen, probably a neighbor. ‘The 
other witnesses would be the child’s maternal un- 
cles, Lars and Peder Hendrup, and his grancl- 
father, Anders Staldkarl. The christening record 
from the Lutheran parish registers of Farstrup, 
Aalborg, reads: “Laust, born the 17 and christ- 
ened at home the 18 October 1825 and in the 
church 4 December 1825, the son of freeholder 
Moust Andersen and his wife Maren Christens- 
datter of Staun. Witnesses: Lars Hendrup’s wife 
of Kjolbye, Niels Madsen’s wife of Staun, Anders 
Staldkarl, Lars Hendrup and Peder Hendrup all 
of Kjolbye.”! 

Little else is known of the childhood of Lars; he 
is mentioned in the 1834 census as ‘“Laurs 
Mouritzen, age 9.7 He no doubt would have 
been involved in the farm work as his famaily 
owned a small parcel of land, which was uncom- 
mon in rural Denmark at that time. Most farmers 
were renters or sharecroppers only with their 
landlord, generally huge estates encompassing 
entire parishes. Most of these farms were devoted 
to the dairy business with some pigs and alfalfa 
and clover. Thus even though the farm was small 
it would be almost self-sufficient; the skim milk 
that wasn’t used for butter and cheese production 
would be used to feed the pigs. The hay would 
provide food enough for the dairy animals. In the 
village also resided numerous relatives including 
his grandparents, Grandfather and Grand- 
mother Hemdrup. Lar’s cousins, the Moller fami- 
ly also lived in Staun. On Sundays at Church and 
on frequent visits he grew close to his double- 
cousins, the Hendrups, who lived over in Kglby. 
There was a very close bond between these two 
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families for Moust and his sister Bodil had mar- 
ried a sister and brother, Lars arid Maren Christ- 
ensen (Hendrup), within months of each other. 


“They had their children at the same time and 


must have enjoyed a special relationship. 

A few months after Lar’s eleventh birthday a 
tragic thing happened to his family. Their father 
died by his own hand. The record states: “Moust 
Andersen, dead the 6th and buried the 13th of 
January 1837, age 48. He was a small landholder 
of Staun. Moust committed suicide by cutting his 


‘own throat. Permission was given by local author- 


ities that even so he could still be buried in the 
church yard although it hiad to be done in private 
without any of the ceremonies.”? Maren’s 
brothers, Lars and Peder Hendrup, held some 
official: position in the Parish and it may have 
been their influence that allowed a bending of the 
rules to permit the burial of their brother-in-law 
in the Church cemetery. These men would have 
felt great concern for their sister’s plight for she 
was left with seven children to take care of, the 
youngest being only five months old at the time. 
Though this incident has never been mentioned 
in-any family records or histories it must have had 
its effect on young Lars in shaping his spirit and 


’ temperament. It must have also generated an 


early spirit of self-sufficiency and responsibility. 

The next mention of Lars is the confirmation 
record of the Lutheran Church at Farstrup which 
notes his confirmation at age 14 on the first Sun- 
day after Easter in 1840, “Laust Mouritsen son of 
deceased farmer Moust Andersen and Maren 
Christensdatter of Staun, born 17 Oct 1825, vac- 
cinated (for smallpox) 17 June 1833 by Lumholdt 
(doctor). Religious knowledge and conduct both 
very good.”* 

Five years later the record ‘notes that “1 May 
1845 Laust Moustsen age 20, laborer, moved to 
Kyo. Had good character references.”® Kyo was 


- the name of a farm located in the neighboring 


parish of Store Ajstrup. No incoming mem- 
bership record was found in that parish but on “I 
November 1845 Laust Moustsen age 20, a tile- 
works laborer moves back to Staun”® was re- 
corded in the Store Ajstrup records. The Far- 
strup record notes his arrival back home as fol- 
lows: “1 November 1845 Laust Moustsen, age 20, 
laborer from Store Ajstrup. Good character 
references.”” So even though this was temporary 
employment, it is the first mention of Lars as a 
tileworks laborer or in other words a brick work- 


er. This temporary employment might have been 4 
arranged through the “Folke Market -(people’s j 
market) where young people go to hire them- 4 
selves out for a month or more.”® The “good 
character references” notations relate to a book ' 
each youth carried with him called a Skudsmaals- 4 
bog. In it was recorded their name, date and place 4 
of birth and confirmation. Also the pastor of their | 
home parish would indicate the type of person } 
they were. This record was given to them after 4 
their confirmation. Subsequently, whenever they ; 
worked for anyone, this person would also write 4 
in this book concerning the type of work that they j 
had performed for him, the length of service, and “j 
just what they thought of that person in terms of 4 
character reference. This book was then pre- 4 
sented to other prospective employers as they 4 
went from place to place.® : 

On the military levying rolls for Aalborg Coun- 4 
ty (a conscription list which kept track of rural 4 
males from birth until of age to fulfill their mili- ; 
tary obligation) Lars is noted on'the regular rolls 4 
for 1846 as follows: 


Laegd #87 — Farstrup No. 69/52 Mouritz 4 
Andersen — father. q 
Son Laurs — age 21, height (obliterated but 
appears to be 65% Danish inches, which is { 
equivalent to 5 feet 7 inches), born at Staun 4 
and residing at home. Excused from military + 
service as he is extremely knock-kneed and 4 
his right leg is shorter than the other. Also 4 
has (a growth??) on his right hand. Received 
a county pass to move to Ronnousholm in } 
Hjorring County the 9 April 1847.”!° 


The next mention of Lars appears in the out- 4 
going memberships for Farstrup as follows: “1 4 
April 1847, Laust Maustsen, 21’, Tileburner, 
moves to Ronnousholm in Hjorring County 
good character references”.'’ With this move the J 
first chapter of his story ends; his youth is over 3 
now. He is about ready to embark on a whole new * 
life. Two things we do know about his youth that : 
have not been mentioned yet are — that he had 4 
acquired a new trade as a brickmaker and that at 
some point he learned to play the violin. At his j 
earliest move away from home he was listed as a 
laborer and since he worked.on a farm it i 
assumed that initially he was-a farm land; but: 
later he is listed as a tileworks laborer indicatin 
that he has learned a new profession. As to hi 
musical skill not much mention has been made i 


family stories but whatever skill he attained at the 

-violin must have been learned before he left his 
home at Staun. We have no idea who his music 
teacher or mentor might have been. But the fact 
that he was recognized among his own family as a 
musician was later attested by his son. One family 
account reputes that before leaving Denmark, 
Lars conducted an orchestra including some 15 
violins.!? 

To the north of Staun across the LimFjord lay 
the county of Hjorring; it was the northernmost 
part of Denmark. It was an area noted for many 
fine tileworks or brickyards. Whether Lars had 
previously arranged employment at the Ron- 
nousholm Tileworks or whether he was going in 
hopes of securing employment there we do not 
now, but it was here in Hjorring County that he 
would spend the rest of his years in Denmark 
before coming to America. It was here that he 
would meet his life’s companion, Maren Soren- 
sen. From the record both Lars and Maren 
worked at the Ronnousholm tileworks — Lars as 
a tileburner, and Maren as a cook and maid. 

Lars soon became acquainted with Maren and 
her family and within a year’s time they had 
already made plans for marriage. The record 
states: “Married bachelor Lars Mouritzsen, a tile- 
burner from Ronnousholm, born in Farstrup 
Parish the 17 October 1825, was vaccinated for 
smallpox the 17 June 1833 by Doctor Lumholtz 
(and) Miss Maren Sorensdatter, working at Ron- 
nousholm, born at Guldager the 22 April 1824, 
vaccinated the 23 May 1825 by Doctor Synchen- 
berg. Witnesses were Freeholder Soren Christen- 
sen and Freeholder Thomas Hansen both of 
Guldager. (They) were married in the Parish 
church the 15 September 1848 after the intention 
for marriage was announced the 2 September 
and banns were called the 10 September.”"? 

At the time of their marriage, Maren had alittle 
two-year old daughter which had been born out 
of wedlock. Such children were referred to as 
natural children. The Parish registers of Vester 
Bronderslev, Hjorring County, record: “Johanne 
Marie Mortensdatter, born the 18 June and 
christened the 5 July 1846, the illegitimate 
daughter of Miss Maren Sorensdatter who is liv- 
ing with Jens Christian Jensen of Vester Bron- 
derslev. The father of the child is reported to be 
farm laborer Morten Christian Jensen working 
on Kornumgaard. Witnesses: Inger Marie 
Simonsdatter and Else Marie Christensdatter, 
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both working on Kornumgaard. Tenant farmer 


. Josias Sorensen and Jens Christensen and farm 


laborer Jens Jensen of Vester Bronderslev.”" 


This child was raised as their own although she 
was probably never legally adopted by Lars. 
Lars continued his trade here at the Ron- 
nousholm Brickyard and it was here .that their 
four children were born over the next five years. 
At the time of the 1850 Census Lars was shown to 
be 25 years of age, with a wife and two children — 
Johanne Marie Mortensen, age 4, and Mouritz 
Larsen, age 2. Maren’s younger sister Birthe 
Marie Sorensen was also living with their family at 
this time.!® Shortly after the Census was taken 
another boarder came to live with the Mouritsen 
family. This was the younger brother of Maren, 
Hans Christian Sorensen later called Hegsted. Of 
this event Hans Hegsted later wrote, “On May Ist 
1850 I left my native town (Hégsted) and the 
Parish where | received the rudiments of learn- 


.ing and principles, going to stay with my sister, 


Maren, and husband, Lauritz Mouritsen, who 
was at that time brick-burner at the Ronnesholm 
(sic) brickyard. I was with them for three years 
except one winter. ... I got on well here under 
the instruction of L. Mouritsen who taught me to 
form and burn bricks, and to plaster, etc. He was 
a good man.”!® 

Apparently during the summer of 1854 Lars 
had an opportunity to better his position by mov- 
ing from Ronnousholm down to the Guldager 
brickyard, which Lars leased and managed for 
five years.'” The 1855 Census for Guldager indi- 
cates that Lars was now 30, his wife 32, with five 
children as follows: Johanne Marie Mortensdat- 
ter, age 9; Mouritze Larsen, age 7; Maren Lars- 
datter, age 5, Martine Larsdatter, age 4; and 
Johanne Christine, age 3.”!* It was here at Gulda- 
ger that Lars built his family a fine brick home. 

For a more detailed account of the events that 
followed resulting in the conversion of the 
Mouritsen family to the Mormon faith, the read- 
er is referred back to Chapter One. There one 
can also read in detail of the family’s emigration 
to America and their eventual move to Smith- 
field. Here we will pick up his story again. 

A patriarchal blessing is recorded as having 
been given to Lars Mouritsen in Great Salt Lake 
City on 5 October 1869 as follows: 


A blessing given by C. W. Hyde, Patriarch, 
upon the head of Lars Mouritsen, son of 


Mourits Andersen and Maria Andersen, 
born Oct. 17, 1825, Denmark. 
Lars, I place my hands upon thy head and 
I seal upon you a patriarchal blessing for the 
eye of the Lord has been upon you for good 
and thou wilt yet be called to proclaim the 
gospel to thine own native land and thou 
shalt have a voice like a trumpet and shall 
bring many souls into the kingdom and you 
shall lead them to Zion with songs of great joy 
for your inheritance shall be beautiful in 
Zion. arnt 
Thou art of Joseph and a right to the ful- 
ness of the priesthood and with wives and a 
kingdom upon the Earth which shall bear 
your name in the house of Israel forever for 
it is your priviledge [sic] to live until the com- 
ing of the Son of God and shall sit down with 
all the ancient fathers until you are satisfied 
for you'shall be crowned with glory and eter- 
-nal lives who are connected with the Father's 
household for this is thy blessing. I seal upon 
you forever and ever, Amen." 


In January 1870 his daughter Martine Merrill 


died following complications of childbirth. It was 


her deathbed request that her children (two sons, 
Joseph Harris and Martin Herman) be reared by 
her parents.” The infant Martin died of dysen- 
tery at the age of 8 months on 16 August 1870. 
The other boy grew to manhood in Lar’s and 
Maren’s home. 

After moving the family to Smithfield, Lars 
and his brother-in-law Niels Christensen located 
some good adobe clay a few miles southwest of 
Smithfield. They made adobe bricks and built a 
house just north of the existing log home. They 
also built an adobe house for Niels on the corner 
of Center Street and 100 West. Subsequently they 
made brick and built a brick home joining on the 
east; thus Lars resumed his profession as a brick- 
maker.2! He was a pioneer in that industry in 
Cache Valley. Brick for chimneys was the greatest 
demand. Many of the pioneer homes constructed 
in Cache Valley between 1870 and 1887 used 
bricks made by Lars Mouritsen in their chimneys. 
Many of these homes are still standing and the 
brick chimneys are still in use. Family tradition 
avers that on one occasion while burning brick 
the kiln caved in around Lars. An associate, Peter 
Anderson, nicknamed Peter Mud Castle, wit- 
nessed that after Lars became unconscious from 


heat and suffocation, a “divine being holding him 
under the arms carried him over three adjacent 
kilns and laid him in safety on the ground.” 
Apparently he subsequently had severe bruises 
under his arms.” j 

But probably the best evidence of Lar’s crafts- 
manship as a brickmaker is to be found in the 
Smithfield Tabernacle. ; 

While Lars was “burning brick in Smithfield, 
the leading authorities of the LDS church came to 
him and asked him to burn 200,000 brick to build 
a Tabernacle for the church there in that district. 
He did not feel equal to the undertaking so told 
them he could not doit. . . . (He reasoned that) it 
would require so much work, so many men to 
handle, and numerous other complications, that 
he did not want to attempt the job. They came 
and talked to him three different times and then 
they came and told him he could either go on a 
mission or burn the brick. He said he could not 
preach so he would burn the brick. Bishop 
George F. Ferrell arranged with him to make 
the brick. This work started in 1880 
and... (continued for several years). Lars and 
his grandson Joseph Merrill made (most of) the 
brick. The church authorities promised him that 
they would furnish the means and the labor to 
accomplish the work which they did . . . but since 
(Lars) did not understand the American routine 
they gave him a bad time in many ways. He had 
many a headache over this undertaking.”® The 
ward records disclose that at the Teacher's meet- 
ing held at 8 a.m. on Sunday, August 8, 1880, 
with Bishop G. L. Ferrell presiding that “Elder 
Lars Mouritsen said he had burned a kiln of 
brick, they were burnt good, had a great many 
difficulties to encounter in getting the bricks 
ready for the kiln, he was satisfied with the 
workmen.””* The construction of the Tabernacle 
lasted from May 188] until the fall of 1890. “Itisa 
beautiful structure built of cream colored brick 
made in the town and is the finest meeting house 
of its kind in Cache Valley. It is the largest meet- 
ing house in Cache Valley with the exception of 
the Logan Tabernacle.”*? Any family member 
who has not had the opportunity to personally 
view this fine old pioneer Tabernacle should do 
so. The color and quality of the brick are out- 
standing. They stand as a memorial to Lars 
“Teglbrender.” 

In the Spring of 1887, Lars purchased farm 
property north of Smithfield from Thomas G. 


Winn and sold his town and field property to do 
this. With his wife and grandson he moved into 
his son Mourits’ home during the summer while 
he built a new cream-colored brick home on the 
new farm. (Mourits was away in Denmark serving 
a mission at this time.) They moved into their new 
home that fall.2° His grandson Joseph Merrill 
records: “In (1887) we moved to a larger farm 
north of Smithfield and sold the brick business (to 
William Deppe who became prominent in the 
brick business in northern Utah). Our last con- 
tract was for brick for the Smithfield Tabernacle. 
We used the timber from the sheds to heat the 
kiln to do the last bricks which were used to build 
our new home.”?” 

Lars ‘was promised in his patriarchal blessing 
that he would have a “kingdom upon the earth 
which (should) bear (his) name in the house of 
Israel forever.” If this were to be accomplished 
his son Mourits would have to have male chil- 
dren, which was no longer possible due to the 
early death of Mourits’ first wife. Family tradition 
says that Lars approached his son about this mat- 
ter. How much influence this had upon Mourits’ 
decision to remarry under the order of polygamy 
will never be known but the resulting marriages 
on October 22; 1885, eventually provided Lars 
with male heirs to carry on his name. 

Despite the legal and political persecution 
which the Saints endured for practicing polyg- 
amy, church leaders staunchly recommended 
that all worthy brethren enter into plural mar- 
riages. Perhaps from this urging and from the 
declaration in his patriarchal blessing using the 
plural “wives,” Lars proceeded to obey the coun- 
sel, but in a benign way. On 30 July 1885 in the 
Logan Temple his wife’s deceased cousin, Maria 
Madsen, who was born 19 October 1841 at Gulda- 
ger, Hjorring County, Denmark, was sealed to 
him. His wife Maren acted as proxy.”* It is re- 
corded that Maren put the question of this mar- 
riage to her future daughter-in-law, Elizabeth 
Wildman, as follows: “Lizzie, don’t you think it 
would be alright for father to be sealed to a dead 
woman for the next world?”?® 

While Mourits was on his mission, Lars and 
Joseph Merrill operated Mouris’ 160-acre home- 
stead located above five miles up Smithfield Can- 
yon. The principal crop was sugar cane.®” Joseph 
also went on a mission in 1891. He and his wife 
were called to go to Samoa, where she died in 
childbirth. While Joseph was away, Lars deeded

the farm to him and gave the deeds.to James P. 
Lowe to take care of in case he should pass away 
before Joseph’s return. Sometime after his re- 
turn, Lars told Joseph what he had done and gave 
him the deeds and asked him to record them. 

In the waning years of his life Lars was .gener- 
ous with his means to his family. After Joseph’s 
return from his second mission to Samoa in 1903, 
they decided to sell the farm and divide the pro- 
ceeds equally, which they did. Joseph moved to 
Idaho and (Lars) went to live with his daughter 
Jane Miles.*! “(Lars) bought property in Benson 
Ward, Utah, and gave it to Lettie Dowdle, his 
granddaughter. He also built a home for his 
granddaugther Leone ‘Rash by the side.of her 
mother.”*? Elizabeth Wildman Mouritsen stated 
that “one time (Lars) inherited the sum of six 
hundred dollars from his Uncle Peder in Den- 
mark. He gave three hundred of it to (his son) 
Mourits. . . . It was a great help to (us) as we had a 
large family. and times were hard-in those 
days.... Lars told (me) that he used the other 
three hundred dollars himself.” 

Lars was always anxious for the eternal welfare 
of his family including those he left behind in 
Denmark. Prior to coming to America he had 
collected as much of his families genealogy as 
possible. On a large scroll in Danish he had re- 
corded the names and dates of brothers, sisters, 
uncles, aunts, cousins, and grandparents. This 
was later carefully packed away for the long trip 
to Zion. Later when the Logan Temple was com- 
pleted, Lars-was desirous of doing the temple 
work for his deceased relatives: He looked for the 
genealogy records. His wife looked and so did the 
children. Nowhere could they.be found. Lars lost 
his patience and accused his wife of having lost his 
family records; but Maren knew that she had not 
lost them, they were put away in some safe place. 
“One night after they had gone to bed and she 
had fallen asleep; he was still lying there in the 
dark when something was... (thrust) into his 
hand. He called Grandmother by name and said, 
‘Maren, get up and make a light, something has 
been put into my hand.’ She did so and (dis- 
covered) it was the very papers and records he 
thought she had lost.”*4 Subsequently Lars per- 
sonally did the temple work for many of his 
ancestors and close relatives. An example of his 
diligence in looking out after the welfare of his 
family is found in the case of his brother Niels. 
Niels died in March 1904. It must have taken a 
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little time for the news to reach America but 
already by September Lars had been to the Tem- 
ple and done the work for his brother. Shortly 
after the Logan Temple was open, Lars took his 
family and had all of his children sealed to him on 
16 October, 1885." : 


On the 16th of February 1904 his wife Maren 
died on their farm north of Smithfield; she was 
buried in the Smithfield Cemetery.*® It was in 
November 1904 that his grandson Joseph Merrill

Maren Sorensen Mouritsen was born in Den- 
mark at Guldager; the entry in the Lutheran re- 
cords of the parish of Vrejlev state: 

“Born the 22 and Christened the 22 April 
1824, Maren, the daughter of Farm Laborer and 
a married man Soren Hansen, and Johanne 
Christiansdatter from Guldager. Witnesses were 
Birthe Christensdatter, from Hogsted, Maren 
Kirstine Hansdatter from Guldager, Christian 
Thomsen from Hogsted, Christen Mathiasen 
from Guldager, Jacob Christensen from Vre- 
jlevkloster. The mother was introduced the 7 
June.”! We know that Maren was the first child 
born to her parents; the fact that she was chris- 
tened the same day that she was born may have 
indicated that she was frail or that there was con- 
cern that she would not live until her family could 
present her in church for christening. Her grand- 
father Thomsen was present for the christening 
which would have been done at home; her 
father’s seventeen-year-old sister, Maren Kier- 
stine Hansen, was also present. 

We know nothing more of her childhood or 
youth until 1838, when at the age of fourteen she 
was confirmed a member of the Lutheran 
church. This event is recorded on page 241 of the 
Confirmation records for that year as follows: 

“Maren Sorensdatter of Guldager, born at 
home and christened the same day on 22 April 
1824, age 14, working at tenant farmer Mads 
Sorensen’s farm at Guldager.”” We can surmise 
that she was living at this time with her Uncle 
Mads Sorensen who married her Aunt Maren 
Kierstine who was a witness at her christening. 
Obviously a close bond had developed between 
our Maren and her Aunt. In fact years later it was 
a daughter of this same Aunt that was sealed to 
Maren’s husband as a second wife. 

In 1842 at the age of eighteen her father died at 
the age of forty-five. He must have been sick for a 
long enough time to know that he might die for 
he appointed his brother, Mads Christian Han- 
sen, to be guardian for his four minor children. 
However when the estate was probated on 
August 8, 1842 (some seven months following his 
death) Christen Jensen was appointed guardian 
because the appointed guardian was away from 
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home at the time. Further the record states that 
the estate was actually in debt and waived some of 
the widow’s debt provided she agreed to pay 
some portion of it.” 

By the following April Maren’s mother remar- 
ried to‘a bachelor named Josias Sorensen 
Thisted. They lived at Vester Broriderslev for a 
time and later moyed to Aalstrup Mark in Jerslev 
parish.* Apparently Maren never lived with her 
step-father; she probably went to work im- 
mediately and became self-sufficient at the death 
of her father. She also probably played a support- 
ing role to her mother until she was remarried. 
There is no doubt that Maren was close to her 
brothers and sisters; for two of them came to live 
with her after she was married to Lars Mouritsen. 
Her mother gave birth toa daughter named Mar- 
tine Josiassen; but this half-sister died at the age 
of four. Again though it must have been a close 
family bond, for later Maren would name her 
own daughter Martine after her sister. 

At the christening of her half-sister, Maren is 
listed as a witness and the record states that she 
was working at Kornumgaard, Interestingly 


’ enough one of the other witnesses was listed as 


Morten Jensen, a bachelor also working at Kor- 
numgaard. This was in 1844.” Kornumgaard was 
alarge estate or farm owned by wealthy nobles. It 
was worked by common folk who either labored 
for wages and board or in some cases worked on a 
sharecropping basis. It was two years later in 1846 
that we again hear of Maren and this same Mor- 
ten Jensen. 

A romantic interest must have developed be- 


tween these two farm laborers because subse- | 


quently the record states: 
“Johanne Marie Mortensdatter, born the 18 
June and christened the 5 July 1846, the illegiti- 


. mate daughter of Miss Maren Sorensdatter who 


is living with Jens Christian Jensen of Vester 
Bronderslev. The father of the child is reported to 
be farm laborer Morten Christian Jensen work- 
ing on Kornumgaard. Witnesses were Inger 
Marie Simonsdatter, Else Marie Christensdatter 
both working on Kornumgaard. Tenant farmer 
Josias Sorensen and Jens Christensen, and farm 
laborer Jens Jensen of Vester Bronderslev.”® 
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There is no explanation as to why Maren and 
Morten Jensen did not marry; but such natural 
children were common in rural Denmark and did 
not arouse much undue attention to the mother 
or child. There was never any attempt to hide the 
true parentage of the child; for years later this 
baby (Aunt Mariah Petersen) was seeking out a 
in Denmark.’ Maren must have de- 
return to Kornumgaard to work as 
ext ‘working at Ronnousholm. 
Lars MOuritse1i had come to Ronnousholm to 
work at the brickyard there. As a laborer there he 
would have also boarded there. Maren was work- 
ing as a maid-servant at that time. Family tradi- 
tion tells that Lars became attracted to Maren and 
publicly gave her a large paper sack at the dinner 
table. Maren was probably waiting on the tables 
for all those who worked and boarded at Ron- 
nousholm. Because attention was focused on her 
due to this obvious gesture, she was embarrassed 
and put the sack to one side remarking that it was 
probably “horse biscuits.” Later when she opened 
the sack in the privacy of her quarters, she discov- 
ered it was a gift of dried prunes, considered a 
luxury for that time.’ Within a short time Lars 
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had proposed marriage and this was accom- 
plished in the parish church of Vrejlev on/ 
September 15, 1848. / 

From this point on you should refer to the story 
of Lars and the story of Mourits, her son, for the 
remainder of her life’s details. All of her family, 
éxcept her sister Maria joined the Mormon 
church also. Her younger brother Hans and her 
baby sister Birthe also emigrated to America. Her 
mother Johanne died in Denmark but was a faith- 
ful member of the Church at the time of her 
death. Hans Christian Sorensen, her brother, la- 
ter assumed the surname Hegsted (a derivative ie 
a village in Vrejlev parish where he lived); .h 
married three times and was also a alggtiais. 
leaving a large posterity. Birthe Marie Sorensen, 
her sister, was known to Maren’s children as Aunt 
Birtie. She settled in Smithfield also and had two 
daughters: Mary Ann Christensen who married 
Carl Johnson, Sr. and lived at Logan; and Han- 
nah Christensen who married Joseph Nubold, Sr. 
and lived in Cache County. 

Maren Sorensen Mouritsen died February 16, 
1904 at her home in Smithfield. She was buried in 
the Smithfield Cemetery in the family plot.°

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The Four Sisters of Mourits Mouritsen 


Mourits was the only son born to his parents 
but he had four’sisters who were known respec- 
tively by his family as Aunt Mariah, Aunt Martha, 
Aunt Mary, and Aunt Jane. A brief sketch of each 
of their lives is included here because their early 
lives were very,.much a part of our Mouritsen 
family. Martha died young and Aunt Mary Jen- 
sen lived in Idaho-so they were less fainiliar to the 
family:of Mourits than Aunt Mariah and Aunt 
Jane. Except for Martha, these three sisters all 


lived past age ninety and Martha’s only surviving 


child, Joseph Merrill, who was raised in the 
Mouritsen family also lived past ninety. They 
were all true pioneers. We honor and revere their 
memory. 


Aunt Mariah Petersen 


An account of the birth of Johanne Marie, 
called Mariah, was already given in the sketch of 
her mother Maren. She remembers as a child 
helping her mother with the house work and 


’ fixing meals for the hired men that worked at the 


brickyard in Denmark. At the age of four she was 
also helping her father by turning the adobes as 
they were drying. She also had to help herd cows 
and geese on the family farm at Guldager.

Of their conversion, she writes, “When about 
eleven years old, the elders of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints came to my father’s 
house; it was then and there that new thoughts 
came into our lives and also some of the hired 
men were impressed with the teachings that the 


elders brought. In the evenings after the daily /: 
work was over in the fields and in the home, the’ 4 
elders were invited to hold meetings at our home. q 
The Spirit of the Lord prevailed in the gatherings F 
and we were converted. to the new gospel plan. 4 
Family prayers were then instituted in my father’s 4 
house and there I was taught to pray and through 4 
prayer we received a beanepony. of the gospel 4 
teachings.” 4 
Many of the details of the trip, to > America and 4 
the trek across the Plains are found in her 3 
brother’s story; however she adds the following + 
interesting remembrances: 
“One of the saddest features of our voyage was 4 
the death of an aged lady, who earnestly desired 
to reach her destination in safety. But death came 4 
and she was wrapped in a heavy cloth with a rock 4 
tied to her feet and was buried in mid-ocean.” 
“On railroads and steamboats we traveled with 4 
very poor accommodations. Sometimes in-cattle 3 
cars and on boats. with no place to sit nor make 4 
beds, so standing was our only pleasure.”  . 3 
“T being young and able to walk, walked all the 
way assisting in gathering wood and buffalo chips | 
for the next night’s fire.” 
Mariah confirms that the family did travel with 4 
the Robert Neslen company; she further relates: '4 
“Several in this company died on the road, among 
them was P. A. Fjeldstad and a baby belonging to | 
N. P. Larsen, the elder from Pleasant Grove who 4 
baptised me into the Church. These. two were 4 
buried in the same grave.” q 
“Upon another occasion misfortune overcame 
us. I well remember as we were yoking up the § 
cattle, some being already hitched and carelessly 
some of the company were lying in the shade of 4 
the wagons, when a wild cow was putinto the yoke 4 
and began to bellow. This frightened five teams 
and they ran away, killing J. C. Madsen and more § 
or less wounding several others. One of the com- J 
pany, who several accused of being the cause of 
the contention, went down to the Platte River to 
drown himself but said he was not able to find 4 
sufficient water. He was found sitting on the bank 4 
contemplating when people came to his rescue.” 4 
Mariah also provides some insight into the¥ 
family’s condition after their arrival in Utah. We 4 
already know that all of their financial means 
[cash] was depleted. She relates that they moved § 
to Kaysville where “my father bought a small’ 
piece of land and paid for it in clothing. This took 
everything we owned — suits, overcoats, dresses, 4 


- “underclothes, stockings, mittens, and even hand- 


kerchiefs. We gleaned wheat that fall in the fields 
for our winter’s bread.” 
: “The next summer I went to work for Ben 


‘Nielsen of East Weber for the sum of fifty cents a 


week; my father got seven bushels of seed wheat 
in advance on my wages. I also got goods for a 
blue denim dress, for it had taken all of my 
clothes to pay for the land.” 

On November 25, 1860 she married Lars 
Christian Petersen, a young man with whom she 
had become acquainted during their immigra- 
tion. They were married by the bishop of the 
Sugarhouse Ward where Lars lived at the time. 
Lars was also a native of Hjorring County in Den- 
mark and had traveled to Utah with the Neslen 
company. Lars was twenty-one and Mariah. was 
fourteen and a half. She remembers that all they 
had was twenty bushels of wheat and fifty gallons 


‘of molasses which Lars had received as wages. 


They lived in Salt Lake City briefly and then 
moved to Plain City in 1861 where her parents 
lived. Their first home was a ten by twelve-foot 
dugout. Again from her story, “under these con- 
ditions was our first baby born. We dug twenty- 
five bushels of potatoes and hauled them to Salt 
Lake City where we sold them for a few yards of 
calico to meet the demands of our first born, 
Lorenzo.” 

In the spring of 1866 they moved to Hyde Park 
in Cache Valley under the following circum- 
stances: “Word was received that over in Cache 
Valley there was being built a canal extending 
from the Logan River to Richmond and that for 
each three rods of canal constructed, the work- 
man was to receive fifteen acres of land. The land 
sites were to be drawn at the completion of the 
canal.” 

Lars and Mariah became the parents of thir- 
teen children as follows: Lorenzo, Hannah 
Marie, Lars Christian Jr., Mary Jane, John 
Samuel, Martha Elizabeth, Mette Marianna, Let- 
tie Sorene, Arthur Mourits, James Franklin, Par- 


_ ley Ishmael, Cora Dozenda (appropriately 


named as the twelfth child), and Hyrum Edgar. 


‘They remained at Hyde Park and many older 
_members of our family will remember visits to the 


Petersens there. 

She briefly relates of their hard work and ser- 
vice at Hyde Park: including a period of time 
beginning in 1873 when her husband was called 
as the secretary and later the clerk for the United 
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Five Generation Group: left to right—Lars 
Mouritsen, Ettie P. Ballam, Ettie’s baby boy, 
Lorenzo Peterson, and Mariah M. Petersen. 


Order that was practiced there for a tirne. She 
says, “I have taken much pleasure in my labors 
here in this the Hyde Park Ward among the 
Saints both temporal and spiritual, acting in every 
capacity that I have been asked by the Priesthood. 
A Relief Society was organized in this ward May 
22, 1868, and I became a member of the same. I 
assisted in making quilts, clothing both for the 
dead and the living, and other articles for the 
poor and needy, also assisted in ward Society 
teaching, caring for the sick and the afflicted, 
cheering those that were sad and down-hearted, 
and prayed with those that were humble and had 
faith in God.” 

She concludes her story as follows: “During the 
whole of my life, I have fought the fight, I have 
kept the faith and never has there been a shadow 
of doubt in my mind, as to the truthfulness of the 
Gospel, which I embraced in-my childhood and 
always have I tried to serve and serve well.” 

Besides raising her own large family, she took 
four children from her husband's polygamous 
wife and raised them also. Her husband had 
three wives altogether. The minutes of the first 
Mouritsen Family Reunion record that’ Aunt 
Mariah and her son Arthur Mourits were pean 
guests. 

She died on October 5, 1937 at the age’ of 
ninety-one. She was buried at Hyde Park, Utah. 


At the time of her death she was survived by six ~ 


children, four step-children, thirty-three grand- 
children, and seventy-three great-grandchildren. 
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Aunt Mary Jensen 


Maren Mouritsen was born in Denmark in 
1850. Her christening was recorded in the rec- 
ords of the Lutheran parish of Vrejlev as follows: 


Maren Larsen born the 10 April and 
christened the 28 April 1850, daughter of 
tileburner Lars Mouritzen and Maren 
Sorensdatter of Ronnousholms tileworks. 
Witnesses were a freeholder’s wife Birthe 
Marie*Jeppesdatter from Guldager, Miss 
Else Margrethe Andersdatter from Gunder- 
up, Freeholder Soren Christensen from 
Guldager, and bachelor Niels Christian 
Andersen from Gunderup. The mother was 
introduced the 20 May. 


Maren'came to America in 1859 and walked 
across the Plains to Utah at the age of nine as part 
of a pioneer company. She grew up in Cache 
Valley and at the age of fifteen she married 
Anton Christian Jensen November 20, 1865 in 
Logan. Mr. Jensen was also a native of Denmark, 
coming to America from the same area in Den- 
mark as the Mouritsens. In November 1866 she 
traveled with her family and husband to Salt Lake 
City where on November 28 Mary and her 
brother Mourits received their endowments at 
ages sixteen and seventeen, respectively. That

same day Mary was sealed to her husband by 
Heber C. Kimball, First Counselor to Brigham 
Young. ; : 
Shortly after this she and her husband moved 
to Weston, Oneida County, Idaho where they 
lived for more. than half a century. Here they 


raised their family. They were parents of thirteen 
children as follows: Hyrum, Emma, Anton 
Christian Jr., Lorenzo, Mary Jane, Joseph, Mary 
Matilda, Effie, James, Franklin, Willard, Jeddie 
LeRoy and another Jeddie LeRoy. 

Aunt Mary was active in the LDS church dur- 
ing her entire lifetime and inspired her husband 
and five sons to fulfill missions for the church. 
After her husband’s death in 1915 she moved to 
Salt Lake City to live. She lived with her daughter, 
Mrs. Matilda Maughan, at 154 S. 500 East for the 
next twenty-five years and was a member of the 
Salt Lake 13th Ward. She died on July 14, 1941 at 
Salt Lake City at the age of ninety-one. She was 
buried at Weston, Idaho. At the time of her death 
she was survived ‘by eight children, forty-two 
grandchildren, sixty-six great-grandchildren, 
and nine great-great-grandchildren.

Aunt Martha Merrill 


Martine Mouritsen was born in Denmark dur- 
ing the winter of 1851. The day after Christmas 
her parents presented her at the parish church in 
Vrejlev to be christened. The church record 
states: 


Martine Larsdatter born the 11 November 
and christened the 26 December 1851, the

daughter of tileburner and tenant farmer 
Lars Mouritzsen and his wife Maren Sorens- 
datter of Ronnousholms tileworks. Wit- 
nesses were Miss Else Margrethe Andersdat- 
ter of Gunderup, Miss Birthe Marie Sorens- 
datter of Stamhuset, Bachelor Niels Christ- 


ian Andersen of Gunderup, Bachelor Hans 
Andersen of Gunderup. The mother was in- 
troduced the 25 December. 


Martine was known as Martha and came to 
Utah from Denmark at the age of seven. She grew 
up in Smithfield, Utah having come to Cache 
Valley with her parents in 1865. At the age of 
fourteen she was hired by a neighbor, Horatio 
Harris Merrill, to care for his two smail children 


— Laura Margaret and Horatio Epaphras. His © 


wife had died from birth complications when the 
baby Horatio was just four days old. She cared for 
the two babies and kept house for Mr. Merrill. 
The following year she was married and sealed to 
him on November 24, 1866 in the Salt Lake En- 
dowment house. Martha was barely fifteen. 


Horatio and family lived in the fort at Smith- 


field until the Indian troubles settled down and 
then he bought a lot at 2nd North and Main 
where he built a log house, fourteen by sixteen 
feet, with a lean-to on the north side. The roof 
was of poles covered with slabs and earth. It was 
here that Joseph Harris was born March 10, 1868 
and Martin Herman on January 10, 1870. 

Sorrow struck the father again as Martha, too, 
hemorrhaged and died January 11, 1870 the day 
following Martin’s birth. She was only eighteen. 
Before her death she requested that her parents, 
Lars and Maren Mouritsen, take her two sons and 
raise them. They agreed to it. Horatio eventually 
married a third time and later moved to Pima, 
Arizona to settle. Here he and one of his daugh- 
ters were killed in an ambush by Indians at the 
age of fifty-seven. . 

That summer [1870] Lars and Maren were 
traveling from Smithfield to Weston, Idaho to 
visit their daughter (Aunt Mary). They had the 
two boys with them. They ran out of water and 
milk on the way and the baby was very thirsty. 
Finally they stopped and gave the baby a drink 
from a puddle of water by the road but it must 
have been contaminated for Martin became ill 
and died from dysentery at seven months. Martin 
was buried beside his mother in Smithfield. This 
left only Joseph. 

Of his youth, Joseph writes: 


I was reared by my grandparents, Lars and 
Maren Mouritsen, and was known as Joseph 
Mouritsen until my marriage. Grandfather 
Mouritsen was .a brickmaker by trade. I 
helped as soon as I was able to straddle a 
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Martha and Jane Mouritsen 


double row of bricks. The bricks were 
emptied from the mold flat, and it was my job 
to raise the bricks up on edge so they could 
dry evenly. When they were dry enough to 
stack, they were hauled by wheelbarrow to 
the drying shed, and when there were 40,000 
of them they were wheeled to the Kiln and 
burned. 

Women made all the material for clothing. 
Wool was washed and picked, then corded 
into rolls and spun into yarn on spinning 
wheels. It was then dyed with homemade 
dyes, and woven on a loom. Grandmother 
had a loom and wove cloth for the family and 
others. Many hours I sat and wound yarn 
onto the shuttles for cloth and rags for car- 
pets. 

As a youth J helped Grandfather on the 
small farm in Smithfield; he was quite crip- 
pled with one short leg. The first harvest I 
remember, the grain was cut with a cradle 
scythe, and Grandmother raked it into piles 
and bound it into bundles, and Grandfather 
threshed it with a flail. 

In 1889 we moved to a larger farm north 
of Smithfield and sold the brick business. 
Our last contract was for brick for the Smith- 
field Tabernacle. We used the timber from 
the sheds to heat the kiln to do the last bricks 
which were used to build our new -home. 
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People came from all over the valley to buy 
bricks to top their chimneys, and many of 
them are still in use. 


Aunt ‘Jane Miles related the following story: 


I know our dear dead folks are around us. 
Once when Joseph Merrill was a small boy, 
Father was going to give Joseph a whipping 
for doing some childish trick. His mother, 
who had died at his birth (sic), appeared just 
as Father was going to strike him and oh how 
soon he stopped in the act. He said never 
again would he whip Joseph and I don’t 
think he did. Father sent Joseph on two mis- 
sions. He and mother were more than 
mother and father to him for they sure loved 

* him arid his family. 


On November 6, 1890 Joseph married Katie 
Eliza Hale in the Logan Temple. On Christmas 
day he received a mission call to Samoa and two 
weeks later his wife was called to,go with him. By 
selling some land and with the help of Lars and 
Katie’s father they were able to get the money for 
their fare. 

The Smithfield Ward historical record notes 
that “Elders Joseph Harris Merrill and William 
Low and Sister Katie Eliza Hale Merrill were set 
apart for missions to Samoa, February 27, 1891. 
Brother Merrill returned May 14, 1894, and 
Brother Low, March 19, 1894. Sister Merrill died 
in childbed at Fagalii, Samoa, June 29; 1891; the 
child also died.” 

This is the incident reported by Elder Loren Cc. 
Dunn of the First Council of Seventy in his 
address at General Conference in April 1975 as 
reported in the May 1975 Ensign as follows: 


I had the honor recently to visit the Samoa 
- Apia Mission and attend some stake confer- 
ences, One afternoon following our meeting, 
‘the mission president told me. there was 
something he would like to show me. We 
drove a few miles from the mission home and 
climbed the brow of a small hill to a place that 
.was isolated by palm trees and other tropical 
vegetation. I suddenly realized that we were 
in a very old graveyard. At the center of this 
graveyard was a plot of eight graves. The 
mission president told me this was where 
some of the first missionaries in Samoa were 
buried. 
In the early days of the church it was com- 


mon for young married couples to be called 
on missions and some of these young couples 
were called to Samoa. The first person to be 
buried in that plot was Sister Katie Eliza Hale 
Merrill. She and her husband had only been 
on a mission for three months when she took 
sick and gave birth to a premature child. The 
child died the next day. The.history says the 
following: “An hour after the death of the 
child, the mother called Sister Lee (wife of 
the mission president) to her bedside and, 
after thanking her for waiting on her during 
the sickness, said that she was ‘going to die’ 
that she ‘could not stay because they had 
come for her.’ She then talked with her hus- 
band, kissed him goodbye, and all was over. 
The mother and baby boy were buried in one 
coffin.” 


Of his mission Joseph relates the following 
faith-promoting experience: 


Our son Joseph Aroet lived one day and 
died one hour before his mother, on 29 June 
1891. Elder Edwin Booth had with him a full 
suit of temple clothing, and we laid her away 
in full ‘temple dress with the babe in her 
arms. It was a terrible shock to lose my com- 


panion so far from home. She was a bride, 4 
missionary, mother and corpse, all in eight 3 


months. 
I was ill and stayed for a while at the mis- 
sion home to recuperate and finish the work 


on the. home. When this was completed, I 4 
sawed and planed pickets and built a fence 4

I then went to Siupapa at the east end of 4 
the island, where I studied the language with 4 
five other elders. I could understand some of 4 
the language, but could speak very little of it. 4 
I fasted and prayed that I would be able to 4 


learn the language, but I was often discour- .3 


aged. I was then appointed to labor on the 4 


Island of Savaii with Elder Edward J. Wood, 


who was president of the conference. We 4 
were to complete a meeting house while 4 


there. When it was finished, Elder Wood was 


released and I went back to the Mission head- 


quarters with him. On the way, he asked if 


there was anything he could do for me. I told 
him I wished he could leave his language 
with me, because he spoke it so fluently and

wouldn’t need it back home. He said he 
wished he could and would do it if it were 
possible. I thought no more about it, but 
traveled to my assignment. 

On my way, I stopped to spend the night 
with Chief Tuala in the village of Saipipi. He 
wanted to talk about the gospel. I could 
understand him but couldn’t answer. He 
seemed quite disgusted with me, and after a 
time just sat there quiet as he worked on his 
fish line. I sat and watched and felt as though 
I would give anything in the world if I could 
just converse with that man. His wife had 
piled up 16 mats for me to sleep on, and 
fixed a mosquito net around the bed. I was 
weary but could not tell them that I would 
like to retire. So I sat deep in thought, and 
praying that I would be able to answer his 
questions about the Gospel. After what 
seemed hours, a feeling came over me and I 
was no longer tired. He looked up and said, 
“Shall we talk or shall we sleep?” I under- 
stood him and answered in Samoan, “We'll 
talk.” He was much startled, as I was, by my 
sudden fluent language in answering him, 
and he called me a falcifier because | had told 
him before that I could not speak the lan- 
guage: The gift of the language had been 
given to me that night. We talked until day- 
break, then slept while breakfast was pre- 
pared. He asked that I stay and preach to his 
people that evening. I was afraid I would not 
be able to talk when there wasn’t a conversa- 
tional group, so I went into the bush and 
prayed that I would have the use of the lan- 
guage. That evening I was able to pray and 
preach a good, long gospel sermon. The na- 
tives were pleased and my heart was full of 
joy. [had a wonderful feeling about me asif I 
were suspended in air. 

The next day I went on my way. As I 
neared my home village I-met a group of 
children that I had been trying to teach, and 
spoke to them in Samoan. They looked at 
me, grabbed their breech cloths and scam- 
pered away. I was amazed but traveled on 
home. Brother Carpenter met me and I 
asked him where the children were and what 
was wrong. He told me they had run to tell 
their parents that J was back and that I spoke 
just like Brother Wood. Before I could 
change clothing and clean up, the village be- 
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gan to gather with food for an evening meal 
and hear us preach to them. I knew now fora 
surety that the language would be at my com- 
mand in my missionary work. I bear testi- 
mony that it came then as a Gift of Tongues, 
my prayers for the language were answered 
and indeed I had been blessed with the lan- 
guage as Brother Wood used it. 

After spending the evening relating my 
wonderful experiences of the past weeks, 
they asked about the war on another island. I 
had no words to tell them of that, for my gift 
seemed to be for the gospel alone. 

Later, I was able to speak fluently on any 
subject, and to this day I retain the gift of the 
language. I can speak it as freely now as then, 
and read constantly the Standard works of 
the Church in the Samoan language. 


Joseph tells how he was able to bring home the 
bodies of his wife and son as follows: 


I brought the bodies of my wife and son 
home for burial at Smithfield. Getting the 
bodies home was a miracle, for it was against 
the rules to take a corpse. The shipping clerk 
in some way listed itas Dry Bones for Experi- 
ments and I was able to bring them home ina 
hermetically sealed and wooden box. On 
board the Captain somehow found out and 
swore me to secrecy, or passengers would sue 
the company. We arrived safely.

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On June 21, 1894 Joseph married his wife’s 
sister, Grace Emma Hale at Logan. They lived 
with Lars and Maren Mouritsen in their home 
north of Smithfield and cared for them in their 
old age. Joseph was called as the president of the 
Samoan Mission in December 1901. Grace re-» 
mained in Smithfield with their four sons. He 
served there until February 1903. In 1904 when 
his grandmother died, the property: north of 
Smithfield was sold; Lars went to live with his 
daughter (Aunt Jane Miles) and Joseph and 
Grace moved to Groveland, Idaho. 

They became parents of ten children as fol- 


lows: Leland Hale, Leonard Mouritsen, Melvin . 


Horatio, Joseph Ernest, Alma Harold, Demar, 
Kenneth, Katie Annona, Donald Gower, and 
Vonda Grace. In 1930 they retired from farm 
work and moved to 454 E. 400 North in Logan 
where they spent their remaining years. Joseph 
was an ardent temple worker and genealogist, 
furthering work for the Mouritsen family and 
particularly for the Merrill family, compiling a 
record of the descendants of Nathaniel Merrill, 
immigrant ancestor to America in the early 
1600s. Both were active in church work serving in 
priesthood and auxiliary callings. Grace was a 
skilled dressmaker and was widely known for her 
ability to do fancy needle work and make artificial 
flowers. Joseph spent many hours with his books, 
reading and learning his life through. 

On September 19, 1961 he died while visiting 
in Idaho at the age of ninety-four. He was buried 
at Smithfield, Utah in the Mouritsen family plot 
between his two wives and near his grandparents. 
At the time of his death he was survived by seven 
children, forty-two grandchildren, and ninety- 
eight great-grandchildren. .

Johanne Kristine Mouritsen was the youngest 
child of her parents. The Lutheran parish of 
Vrejlev in Denmark recorded her christening as 
follows: v ; 


Johanne Kristine Larsen, born the 29

Marie Sorensdatter from Ronnousholm, 3 
Lodger Niels Peter Larsen from Guldager, 3 
Bachelor Hans Christian Andersen from 4 
Gunderup and farm laborer Hans Sorensen 4 
from Ronnousholm. The mother was intro- 4 
duced the 17 April. : 


Jane, as she was called, celebrated her sixth 4 
birthday on the Atlantic Ocean enroute to a new 
home in America. She recalled later how “the § 
butter kegs slid from side to side of the shiproom 4 
when the sea was rough and how nice the ship 
went when the wind blew the right way.” She told 
that “we came with oxen teams and I walked most } 
of the way. My dear father would put me in the { 
wagon to ride to give me a rest, but as we hada 4 
load of goods this was heavy. The folks had to j 
walk to save the oxen all they could. My mother 4 
walked all the way and she was very industrious. 4 
She knew she would have to do the cooking and 4 
she would pick all thé wood she could find so she } 
could make a fire. She would bake bread for us 4 
too. Father brought a young man and woman 3 
across the Plains with us so Mother had to feed 
them too.” ( 
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E. Rue Miles and Johanne Kirstine (Jane) 4 
Mouritsen 4 


Jane remembered their brief stay in the Kays- 4 
ville area where they raised a crop of grain. She 4 
said, “We lived in a very poor log house near the 3 
mountain and we had a hard time to keep warm 4 
as it took two days to get the wood and then it § 
wasn’t dry. Then we went to Plain City and we % 
lived there for some time. Father dug a dugout 
and we lived in it; we sure thought it was nice to 
have a place of our own. Then father made 
adobes and built us a house with two rooms. Then. 
we hada better home.” 


Jane was baptized in September 1862 probably 
in the Weber river near Plain City. She remem- 
bers that she and another girl who was going to be 
baptized got there early so Jane waded out into 
the stream. But then she realized that the bank 
under her was slipping and she was in danger. 
She worked very slowly backwards until she got 
back out and always felt that she wassaved from 
drowning. 

She came to Smithfield, Utah with her family in 
1865 and it was here that she spent the rest of her 
life. On May 3, 1870 the Mouritsen family 
traveled to Salt Lake City where Jane was en- 
dowed, married and sealed to Edwin Ruthven 
Miles at the old Salt Lake Endowment House by 
Joseph F. Smith. On the same day her brother 
Mourits was married to Mary Elizabeth Hillyard. 
Jane was seventeen years old; her husband was 
nearly thirty-two. It was a polygamous marriage 
and Jane was his second wife. Eleven years later 
he married a third wife. They became the parents 
of six children as follows:. Lettie Luella, Ruth, 


The Mouritsen sisters: Mariah, Mary and Jane 
(taken about 1935). , 
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Jeddie LeRoy, Mina, Leone, and Ruby Mourit- 
sen. 

Jane was a very industrious woman. She wove 
carpets-and spun yarn, operating the first knit- 
ting machine that came to town for the Relief 
Society. She knitted stockings to help the poor 
and sick. During her early years she studied home 
nursing and in the pioneer life of people in her 
community she found many opportunities to use 
her skills and knowledge. She would sit up night 
after night with the sick as well as doing their 
work for them. When Rue Miles’ first wife died, 
she helped raise those children as well as her own. 

She was always fond of music and was a 
talented accordionist. She was also a talented 
“step” dancer. When she cooked for the farm 
hands, she would delight in entertaining them by 
playing her “squeeze box” and dancing a jig. In 
her eighty years in Cache Valley she made a wide 
circle of friends who admired her for her charm- 
ing personality and her friendliness to everyone. 
Most of Mourits’s children and the older grand- 
children who lived in Smithfield will remember 
frequent visits to Aunt Jane. She bottled home- 
made root beer, and whenever friends or rela- 
tives came to visit, she always treated them to 
something to eat and a drink of root beer before 
they went home. She cared for her aged father in 
her home for nearly ten years. 

Throughout her life she was a faithful and 
ardent worker in the LDS church. She served in 
every organization, especially the Relief Society. 
She was given a token of remembrance for being 
the oldest active teacher in the Smithfield First 
Ward. Relief Society. 

On October 8, 1947 she died at the home of her 
daughter Lettie, after suffering from a broken 
hip for about four months. She was ninety-four 
years old. She was buried in the Smithfield 
Cemetery. At the time of her death, she was sur- 
vived by four children, eighty grandchildren, one 
hundred twelve great-grandchildren and four 
great-great-children..

Necessary Explanations 
Name Discrepancies: 


— There is a Family Group Record in the Main Archives of the Genealogical Library that shows six. 
children for this family, including a daughter Anne Kirstine born abt 1756 and excluding the second 
and third Morten. There is no proof that links the girl Anne Kirstine to this family; there is no record 
of her burial nor does she appear with this family in the 1787 Census, Eva Gregerson who did the 
original research work for Joseph H. Merrill, however, did mention the two Mortens in her notes but 
failed to include them on the group sheet; perhaps she assumed they were stillborn children. Because 
they were given names even though they were never christened itis probable they were live births and 
it is recommended that they be sealed to their parents. 

— In addition, no direct proof can be found to identify Karen Nielsen. Part of the problem is that no 
probate records can be found for this couple. The most likely jurisdiction would be the Krastrup 
Estate but unfortunately no probate records exist for this jurisdiction for this time period. The only 
information found that pertains to Karen is that she was age 53 at her death placing her birth in 1722. 
Now if this age is absolutely correct and if she was actually born in Farstrup Parish, then the only 
possibility of her birth would be as the twin daughter of Niels Ladefoged born 22 Mar 1722, So 
circumstantially this entry does relate. However there is another Karen christened 7 Sept 1726, the 
daughter of Niels Andersen and Maren Andersdatter. This entry could also relate to our pedigree. 
There is no proof that our Karen was identical to the daughter of Niels Ladefoged.  * 

— Again, circumstantially, Karen gave birth to twins which suggests the possibility she was a win 
herself. Also, at the christening of three of her children one of the witnesses was Hans Ladefoged, 
who may have been a relative, At any rate the assumption regarding Karen's identity seems the most 
reasonable and the temple work was done accordingly by Joseph H. Merrill. 


Date Discrepancies: 


— When the temple work was submitted showing Karen as a parent, her own parents were not shown 
and the temple work was duplicated — baptism 20 Jan 1953 and endowment 9 Feb 1953 at Manti. 
— The christening date for the third child, Johanne, was misinterpreted by the former researcher as 
the 4th Sunday after Epiphany. The record appears to read the 2nd Sunday; hence a two-week 
difference in the date on this sheet and the date of 28 Jan 1759 as shown on the Archive Record.

Necessary Explanations 


Name Discrepancies: 
— There is a Family Group Record in the Main Archives of the Genealogicat Library for this family 
that shows a surname Henndrup for child #5. The name Hemdrup as used by this child was probably 
adopted because he moved over to Farstrup Parish. This additional name deri ‘ed from his home 
town added a little extra prestige and helped distinguish him from the many others who had the same 
patronymical name. OF six original sources checked, the name was always spelled Hemdrup; there 
was no evidence of the Henndrup spelling. : 


Place Discrepancies: 
—On the Archive record the town or parish is shown as Salling. This was the name of a town in the 
parish of Skarp-Salling a few miles southwest of Hemdrup. Oftentimes the parish records are simply 
referred to as the Salling parish. 
— This same record shows that Maren was born in Salling parish. Actually she was born in Oudrup, 
an adjoining parish to the south; however the parish records of Skarp-Salling and Oudrup were all 
recorded in the same parish register book. 


Date Discrepancies: = 
— The baptism and endowment date shown for child #5, Christen, are duplicates. The original 
temple work was done in 1937 and 1938 by Joseph H. Merrill from the handwritten genealogical 
record of Lars Mouritsen; on this record he was identified only as Grandfather Christen. Due to the 
incomplete name when the family was submitted in 1947-1948, there was nota match and the temple 
work was done again on 12 Jun 1948 and 30 Jul 1948 in the Logan Temple.

There is a Family Group Record in the Main Archives for this couple. There are several discrepancies as 
follows: 


Name Discrepancies: 
—- Oluf Nielsen was a weaver (vaever in Danish) by trade and there is an indication that he used that 
designation as a fixed surname. Later records from Sebber Parish refer to him as Ole Vaever. His 
daughters, Birthe and Maren, each named a son Ole, obviously after their grandfather. 
— Wife #3 is shown on her christening record as Cathrine Marie but appears as Karen Marie in all 
subsequent records. 


Place Discrepancies: 
— The Archives record gives only the parish and county; this record also gives the village name. 


Date Discrepancies: 
— Allefforts to identify Oluf have been unsuccessful so far. His age in the census and death records 
place his birth at 1725-1729. He was definitely not born in Farstrup parish. This line does not appear 
to be able to be extended further. Earlier research of Eva M. Gregerson indicated a probate for the 
wife Ane; however a search of all possible probate-jurisdictions for Sebber parish did not find any 
probate record. Since her name is so common and since she is not our direct line, no further attempt 
was made to actually identify her.
